That dead men’s names were voted 
with impunity in the primary election, 
either by an organized band of repeat- 
ers or by collusion of election judges 
and clerks, is shown by Circuit At- 
torney Sager’s thorough canvass of sev- 

eral precincts in the Third and Six- 
teenth wards. 
7. Hallaron, who formerly lived at 
14200 Blair avenue, has been dead more 
than two years, but the judges and 
clerks recorded him as having voted in 
the Twelfth precinct of the Third Ward. 
P. Lippile died at 1408 North Thirteenth 
street last April, but his name, which 
had not been stricken from the regis- 
tration books, was voted. 

A relative of W. H. Hoyt wrote to Cir- 
cuit Attorney Sager that he is dead. 
His name, however, was voted in the 
Second precinct of the Third Ward. 

Many Deny Having Voted. 

In the Second Precinct of the Third 
Ward 22 men who are recorded as hav- 
ing voted wrote to Circuit Attorney 
Sager that they did not go near the 
polis. In the Third Precinct of the Six- 
teenth Ward 88 persons who are record- 
ed as having voted say they did not 
vote, while only 31 men have answered 
stating that they voted. 

“I did not vote in the Third Precinct 
of the Sixteenth Ward,’’ wrote Henry 
Rodawald, who formerly lived at 1714 
North Fourteenth street, ‘“‘for I have 
been living in East St. Louis for three 
years.” 

Mr. Rodawald is recorded as having 
voted. 

One of the letters was sent to a man 
who has been in the Poorhouse for 
three years, but he was recorded as 
having voted from his former residence 
Three letters were returned with the 
indorsement that the families are in Eu.

Large Percentage Fraudulent. 

Five answérs received Friday were 
from men who were recorded as voting, 
but did not go near the polls. They are 
John H. Crewe of 1730 North Twelfth 
street, George Fergusorr of 1310 North 
Broadway, John Nirgemann of 172 
North Twelfth street, Fred Prasse Jr. 
of 1711 North Twelfth street and Charles 
Birkheiner of 1309 Howard street. 

The returns from the registered let- 
ters so far show that out of 528 only 77 
voted as they are recorded as having 
voted. Three hundred and seventy-six 
replies have been received. It has been 
found that 299 fraudulent votes were 
cast. 

Dr. O. L. Walter of 144 Blair avenue 
feels doubly injured in that his vote 
was not recorded and his name was 
voted three times for other candidates. 

“I voted for Stapel, Ben Clark and 
Kelly,”’ he says, “and find none of my 
candidates received a single vote in my 
ward. Adding insult to injury, my name 
was repeated three times for other can- 
didates and at that I am personally 
known to the judges,’’ 

Although nine men told detectives 
who are making a personal canvas of 
the Twelfth precinct of the Sixteenth 
Ward that they voted for Henry F. 
Stapel for Governor, and two said they 
voted for Ball, William 8. Cowherd was 
credited with receiving every one of the 
170 Democratic ballots counted. The 
canvassers were unable to find but 18 
men who voted for Mr. Cowherd in the 
precinct Hadley was credited with re- 
ceiving 30 votes and the canvassers 
found 18 men who said..they had voted 
for him. 

Names Voted More Than Once.

Appraisers Change Mind in 
Putting Valuation on 
Sommers’ Painting. 








David Sommers of 4362 West Pine 
boulevard, a wealthy furniture dealer, 


knows from experience to what lengths 
Government red tape may stretch under 
the hands of zealous officials. 

A painting, sent to Mr. Sommers in 
December, 1902, still is a matter of ex- 
tended dispute among customs officials, 
and the question of whether a penalty- 
cuty is still due on it is pending in the 
Federal Court of Appeals.

Appraisers Change Mind. 

No invoice accompanied the painting 
vn its journey to America and the Gov.

on it. They decided that the duty would 
b: 15 per cent on this, and Mr. Som. 
mers paid. Then the Government ap- 
praisers changed their mind about the 
value of the painting. They sent Mr. 
Semmers notice that he must pay 15 
per cent on $749.70. 

The Board of Appraisers In New York 
decided that not only must this per cent 
be paid but that 50 per cent additional 
must be paid by Mr. Sommers as a 
penalty, apparently, for paying on the 
first valuation. 

Mr. Sommers objected to that, and the 
case went into court. By paying the 
additional duty, on the increased valua- 
tion, Mr. Sommers obtained possession 
of the painting about two years ago, 
but the question of the penalty re- 
mained to vex the courts. 

In the lower court Mr. Sommers won 
on that point. The Government ap- 
pealed. The case still is pending.

NOTE ADDS TO MYSTERY 





Farewell Message Written in 
Same Hand as Were 
Postcards. 





DES MOINES, Io., Aug. 21.—Mrs. 
May Bayard Stein and her mother, Mrs. 
Reuben Bayard, spent last night in the 
City Jail, having been arrested on a 
wire from Loudonville, O., where Mor- 
ris Stein, husband of the former, and 
}his aunt, Miss Hester Porter, were killed 
a week ago. 

Chief of Detectives Johnston received 
a wire, saying the charge preferred 
against them is murder, and that offi- 
cers. will start as soon as possible for 
Des Moines with requisition papers for 
the women, 

Counsel for the women today ah- 
nounced no effort will be made to get 
habeas corpus writs for them. 

“We will face the issue,” gaid their 
lawyer. 

Mrs. Stein later told detectives she 
will go back to Ohio to face the charge 
of murdering her husband without ex- 
tradition. 

The women took their arrest coolly. 
Neither has talked to the detectives 
here. The local officers are merely: 
holding them until the warrants and 
requisition papers arrive. 

Following are matters bearing upon 
the connection of Mrs. Stein and her 
mother with the deaths that the po- 
lice of both Loudonville and Des 
Moines are investigating: 

I. When Mra. Stein and Mrs. Bay- 
ard ran from the Porter home after 
the shooting, Mrs. Stein, aceording to 
neighbors at the Coroners inquest, 
had blovdstains on her sleeve te which 
her mother called attention, 

2. A note was found in Stein's pock- 
et addr cect “Denr Kid” and signed 
“Percy” caving “Aunt Hester has shot 
me.” Prosecutor Frey says Stein 
could net have written the nete after 
he was shot. He has postcards found 
in the Portier home in handwriting 
similnr to that of the note, but signed 
“May.” Mre. Steins mame is May 
Bayard Stein, 

3. Mrs. Stein, {t is said, is the bene- 
ficiary of her aunt’s will and Miss 
Porter was wealthy. She is also the 
beneficiary of her husband’s $3000 life 
insurance, 

4. Mrs. May Bayard Stein was mar- 
ried to Stein 12 days before the frat 
wife, Mra. Ethel Lempke Stein, died 
in a hospital in Des Moines, 

Immediately after the shooting, ac- 
cording to witnesses at the inquest in 
Loudonville, Mrs. Stein said she thought 
a revolver had fallen from behind a 
picture and had been accidentally dis- 
charged, wounding both her husband 
and her aunt. 

After returning to Des Moines, Mrs. 
Stein and her mother told their law- 
yer that on the day of the shooting, 
Aug. 14, Stein had dinner with them and 
Miss Porter at the Porter home in 
Loudonville. He had just arrived un- 
expectedly to surprise his wife because 
the day was the first anniversary of 
their wedding. 

Until that day, they said, Stein never 
had seen Miss Porter, who is Mrs, Bay- 
ard's sister and 569 years old. 

After dinner he complained ofa head- 
ache, they said, and at their suggestion 
took off his coat, went into the parior 
and lay down on the couch. A few min- 
utes later, they said, he called Miss 
Porter to tell him about some photo- 
graphs he was looking over. She went 
to him in the parior. 

The next they heard, they said, was 
a single shot. They ran into the parlor 
and through it into the adjoining bed- 
room, where they sald they found Miss 
Porter on the floor, dead, and Stein ly- 
ing almost by her side, unconscious and 
dying. 

There were two bullet holes in the 
back of Miss Porter's head and one 
hole in the back of Stein’s head. A re- 
volver lay near them. 

Persons outside the house were first 
attracted by screams of the women. 

Milton Derr, a painter at work in 
the rear of the Porter home, testified 
at the second inquest, held yesterday, 
into Miss Porter’s death, that when 
the women screamed he ran around 
to the front of the house just as Mrs. 
Stein and her mother stepped out on the 
front porch. 

Mrs. Mary BE. Chase, a neighbor, said 
she ran to the Porter house when she 
heard the cries for help and met Mrs. 
Stein and Mrs, Bayard on the front 
porch. 

“I saw blood on Mrs. Stein's sleeve,” 
said Mrs. Chase. 

Mrs. O. K. McDonald, another neigh- 
bor, testified that she heard Mra, Bay- 
ard say to her daughter, “You've got 
blood on your arm, daughter.’’ 


Tell-Tale Note Iutreduced 
The note found in Stein's pocket also 


was introduced at the inquest. It read: 
Dear Kid: I am dying. Aunt Hes- 
ter has just shot me. Why, I don't 
know. I gave her a neW gun for a 
present for burglars. She got mad 
and shot me, then turned the gun on 
herself. I am getting weaker, weak- 
er, weaker. PERCY. 
Prosecuting Attorney Frey compared 
the handwriting of the note with the 
handwriting of postcards he found in 
the house signed “May” and said the 
handwriting was similar, he added that 
Stein could not have written the note 
after he was wounded, as its wording 
indicated.

“What about the ‘Round Table’ 
charges which it is said Mrs. Hains 
planned to bring against her husband 
in meeting his divorce suit?’ Mr. Wild 
was asked. 

No Reflection on Army. .

LAWYER COMPARES TO HAINS 


AVID HANNIGAN, of whose 
case John F. McIntyre, 
chief counsel for the Hains 

brothers, said that the Hains ‘case 
reminded him, was prosecuted by 
McIntyre, in 189%, on a charge of 
first-degree murder for the kaulling 
of Solomon H. Mann. 

Hannigan pleaded emotional in- 
sanity and was acquitted. 

Hannigan’s 19-year-old _ sister, 
Loretta, was employed by Mann 
ag a stenographer. She died after 
accusing him of ruining her and 
procuring a physician to perform 
an operation. While the Coroner 
was taking the girl’s ante-mortem 
statement in the presence of Mann 
her brother entered the room and 
tried to kill Mann. 

WO months afterward, while 
Mann was awaiting trial on 
a charge of manslaughter, 

Hannigan passed Mann's store one 
day. He saw Mann inside talking 
to two girls of aut Loretta’s age. 
The sight inflamed his hatred for 
the man. He lay in wait until 
Mann and the girls emerged from 
the store and then shot Mann 
twice. 

The Hannigan case was a source 
from which the counsel for Harry 
Thaw on his second trial drew 
much inspiration 











of the happenings which preceded the 
tragedy: 
“Capt. Hains was in the Philippines 
and Mrs. Hains was here with her chil- 
dren, receiving the attentions of Annis 
and open to his temptations. Capt. 
Hains’ brother discovered one day that 
the relations betwen Annis and Mrs. 
Hains were no longer those of innocent 
friendship. He was shocked beyond ex- 
pression. If it had been his own home 
which had been defiled he could not felt 
worse. The love between Capt. Hains 
and Thornton is intense. It is an af- 
fection rare among brothers. | 
“Thornton Hains realized when the 
first shock of his discovery had passed 
that there was only one person who had 
a right to deal with the situation, and 
that was the Captain. He cabled him 
to return home at once. When the Cap- 
tain arrived Thornton Hains laid before 
him the discoveries he had made. 
“The first step Capt. Hains took was 
to tax his wife with the charge his 
brother made. She denied every accu- 
sation. She ascribed what Thornton had 
said te a personal dislike for her, and 
declared that she had never compro- 
mised herself with Annis or anybody 
else. In other_words, she gave the lie 
to Thornton Hains. 

Captain Believes Wife. 
“The upshot of the interview between 
Capt. Hains and Mrs. Hains was that 
the Captain believed his wife. He car- 
ried her lie to his brother and there was 
a bitter quarrel between the two men. 
I wonder that there was nothing more 
serious than a quarrel of words. The 


Captain believed Mrs. Hains implicitly. 


“Thornton Hains turned to his father 
after the quarrele He told the General, 
who, I believe, had had his suspicions, 
of the Captain’s refusal to believe stories 
about Annis and declared that it was a 
crime to permit the deception to con- 
tinue. 

“It was here that Gen. Hains took a 
hand. He went to the Captain's wife 
and asked her to tell where she had 
been during a period of certain week 
or ten days when she was absent from 
her home and children. Mrs. Hains 
told the General that she had spent the 
time with a woman friend. The Gen. 
eral demanded the name of this friend 
and investigation developed that Mrs. 
Hains had not been near the rerson. 
“With the proof of this lle, the Gen. 
eral went to the Captain and the two 
confronted Mrs. Hains. At first she 
said there must be some mistake. Final. 
ly she admitted that she had not toig 
the truth as to her whereabouts during 
her absence from home and then she 
broke down, 

Wooed by Husband's Friend, 
“Mrs, Hains confessed that Thoynton 
Hains had not told an untruth to his 
brother concerning her relations with 
Annis. She admitted that Annis ' haa 
wooed her after the Captain Had gone 
away to the Philippines, and how, in 
the end, with the drinks the usual 
accompaniments, she had yield- 
ed to her husband’s friend’ 

“Annis, Mrs. Hains said, took her 
from her home to the apartment of « 
well-known man in the, city more than 
onee. Annis later took Mrs. Hains to 
a physician who performed an opera- 
tion and Annis paid the 

“After Mrs. Haing had tola4 
she repeated it again tn the 
of the Captain, his father, 
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Hains signed the paper and once her 
name was affixed to the confession her 
husband ghowed her the door. 


Wife's Suit Not Filed. 


“Now as to those ‘Round Table’ 
charges which Mrs. Hains threatened 
to bring against the Captain at the in- 
stigation of Annis, they never got to 
the point of being embodied in a suit. 
Annis never intended that they should. 
He figured that the moment Mrs. Hains 
let it get to the Captain's: ears that she 
contemplated making allegations of de- 
pravity against him and his brother of- 
ficers, it would be sufficignt to make 
him drop his suit. 

“But the mere suggestion of having 
his honor assailed by such charges was 
sufficient to awaken all the slumber- 
ing fire of-~hatred Capt. Hains held for 
Annis. You know the rest. The man 
went insane.”’ 

Frank G. Wild, Mrs. Hains’ attorney, 
insisted today that signed confessions 
on the contrary notwithstanding, Mrs. 
Hains had never been guilty of im- 
proper conduct with Annis. Mr. Wild 
denied that Mrs. Hains was trying to 
effect a reconciliation with her husband 
and would testify in his behalf at the 
trial. 

Automobile Ride Explained. 


Weldon C. Percy, the first lawyer 
called to defend Capt. Hains and his 
brother, threw a” new light. 

In respect to the automobile ride on 
which Capt. Hains took Annis just af- 
ter his return from the Philippines. 
“The Captain,’ said he, “returned 
with the conviction that all the gossip 
connecting Annis and his wife was ab- 
solutely without foundation. He studied 
upon a way to speedily silence the de- 
tractors of the woman he loved, and 
decided that the best way would be to 
openty invite Annis to dinner at the 
fort. He did this trusting in the word 
of his wife. 

“That night Annis went to the fort 
with his wife and after dinner the 
four—Mrs. Hains, the Captain and Mr. 
and Mrs.- Annis—went out together on 
an automobile ride. Subsequent to that 
the Captain discovered the truth. The 
talk of Mrs. Hains not having been in 
full possession of her faculties at the 
time she signed the confession is ridi- 
culous. Fully #2 hours elapsed between 
her oral and her written confessions.”

Garner was ac- 
companied by Mrs. Mitchell’s stepfa- 
ther, Herman Korte of West Alton, Mo., 
and, accerding to his statement, Mitch- 
ell said: ‘I am done with my wife. You 
have got her, and now you take her 
and keep her.’”’ 

Found Dead by Railroad. 

Mitchell was found dead at 5:30 a. m. 
July 18, his body lying between the 
Chicago & Alton Railroad tracks and 
the high board fence at the Illinois 
glass plant in Alton. It was supposed 
he was killed by a train, but his broth- 
er, Philip, and others say the wound 
on his scalp and a shoulder bruise indi- 
cate that he was murdered. 

Garner said that after leaving Mitch- 
ell on the afternoon of July 13, he took 
the next train for Loraine, and that he 
worked with the section gang in Loraine 
July 14, 15 and 16.

NULLIFIES ELKINS ACT 





Cites Oil Company’s Earnings 


to Show Fine Not 
Excessive. 





CHICAGO, Aug. 21.—There was filed in 
the United Jtates Court of Appeals to- 
Gay a petition for a rehearing of the 


. famous case of the Government against 


Standard Oil, in which a fine of $29,000,000 
imposed by Judge Landis was overruled 
by the court here a month ago. 

This action by the Government marks 


‘the entrance into the world-famous case 


of Attorney-General Bonaparte in per- 
gon. Mr. Bonaparte is determined to 
get a conviction and will exert every 
resource in the contfol of the Depart- 
ment of Justice to do so. 

The petition was filed by Chief Clerk 
W. A. Small, acting for District At- 
torney Sims, who ts out of the city. The 
petition, in part, follows: 

The indictment in this case was for a 
violation of the Elkins Act, making it a 
crime to accept a concession whereby 
any property is transported in inter- 
state commerce at less than the pub- 


shed and filed rate. 


It was proved at thé trial that the 
Chicago & Alton Railway Co. trans- 
ported to East St. Louis, IiL, and St. 
Louis, Mo., 1492 carloads of oil. 

In all the dealings between shipper 
and carrier each carload was treated 
as a distinct transaction and. handled 
as a distinct piece of business. 

The rates on this business were 18 
cent» per 100 pounds to East St. Louis 
and 19% cents to St. Louis. The Stand- 
ard Oil Co. actually settled on the basis 
of 6 cents to East St. Louis and 7% 
cents to St. Louis. 

These facts were admitted. 

Filkims Act Attacked. 

The Standard Oil Co. interposed the 
claim in.defense that the Elkins Act 
was unconstitutional. 

The only point on which the trial 
Judge is reversed relates to his rul- 
ings on evidence and his charge to 
the jury with reference to ignorance 
on the part of the Standard Oil Co. of 
the lawful rate as a defense. 

The Court of Appeals, according to 
the petition, has not correctly stated 
how tlie Judge ruled on this subject. 

It is said in the opinion that he re- 
fused to admit evidence to the effect 
that the Standard Oil Co. did not 
know avhat the lawful rate; was. The 
record shows that all evidence tending 
to show ignorance on the part of the 
Standard Oil Co. was adm/jtted. 

The trial Judge ruled that ignor- 
ance on the part of a shipper of what

Because of 
his athletic prominence he is taken up 
by the richest und most fashionable of 
them all, Carl Wilmerding, apparently 
a thin disguise for a young millionaire 
who was disinherited some years ago 
for refusing to give up at his father’s 
command the girl to whom he was en- 
gaged. 
All the women in the book are un- 
true, all the men thieves and all actors 
debauchees.

Joseph Medill Patterson was elected 
to the Legislature when 23 years old. 
Later he had charge of the editorial 
page of the Tribune. He became an 
ardent advocate of E. F. Dunne and

of Chicago on a municipal ownership 
platform he appointed Patterson Com- 
missioner of Public Works. 

After a year Patterson resigned, feel- 
ing that he was making no headway 
and could make none under existing 
conditions against the evil and corrup- 
tion surrounding his office. He then 
announced in an open letter his conver- 
sion to Socialism and took the ‘stump 
in an endeavor to excite a social revo- 
lution. As a means to this end he next 
became editor of the Chicago Dally 
Socialist.

It was answered by Frank H. Ger- 
hart in a written statement which he 
desired placed on file by the committec 
as evidence, in which he related a con- 
versation he had had with Mr. O'Reilly 
on the street when he took Mr. O'Reilly 
to task for delay on the bridge and 
asked him what he was doing. 


Question of Approaches,

Mr. Masakichi Sueki, a Japanese, has appealed 
to the Department of Justice for redress because 
the United States Circuit Court, New York, re- 
fuses to naturalize him an American citizen. 

Of course the department can do nothing for 
him. Neither a Japanese nor a Chinese can be- 
come an American citizen under the present law.

Why Farming Does Not Pay. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

l have seen in your paper where Mr. Roosevelt 
is trying to help the farmers. If he would have 
appointed men who have been living on a farm, 
instead of professors, he might find out what is 
wanting. It is with farming the same as with 
everything else, the ones who are doing thé work 
are not making anything. The speculators and the 
trusts are the ones that make farming the hardest 
life, and as a rule the starter and the renter are suf- 
fering most. Here in Illinois wheat used to go down 
at threshing time from 20 to §% cents a bushel. The 
renter and the starter have to sell in order to pay 
their rent and some bills which they could not 
avoid. The consequence is that the miller and the 
speculator are getting his profits. If he has any 
cabbage or potatoes the commission merchant fixes 
him on them. In Arkansas, Texas and Oklahoma 
there are different reasons. In some parts there 
ought to be more change of crop. Many farmers have 
their crops mortgaged to their groceryman. . He 
gives coupons which he charges 10 per cent on, and 
on his goods he charges from 100*to 300 per cent,

ROBABLY in no one item of men’s 
apparel has there been so sudden 
and so marked a change, 80 no- 

table a development in the past few 
as in the matter of neckwear. 
The reason of this is not far to seek 
when it is considered that in no other 
article of his daily wear may mere man 
in these days so conveniently cater to 
his especial individuality. How better, 
than through his scarf, indeed, may he 
give expression to that inriate, almost 
elemental, love of color, which is inher- 
ent in the makeup of almost all men 
nowadays, albeit it has lain dormant in 
recent years through many generations 
of suppression and desuetude? 


Some attempt has been made in the 
past season to foster and encourage 
this love of color in the masculine by 
the tempting bait of high color suiting 
anda “fancy” cloth of various descrip- 
tions, but this particular phase of gor- 
geous plumage is, after all, for the few, 
the averace man contenting himself 
with the traditional dark clothes of un- 
questionable good taste, or, at best, 
with the plain light colors, those “‘light’’ 
suits decreed by fashion and so thor- 
oughly in accord with the decrees of 
“Convention.” 

To be sure, at the present time the 
well-dressed man is allowing himself 
much more license than ever before in 
the matter of clothes and has, in a 
measure, burst the bonds of simplicity, 
appearing tn. high-color socks, shirts, 
hat bands, jewelry, etc. Not for decades 
have his stickpins been of such generous 
proportions—but it is in his tie, that fl- 
luminating flash of silken gorgeousness, 
that he is able to give free play to his 
individual taste. In a certain sense the 
cravat is the most noticeable article of 
men‘s wear, it is the thing that strikes 
the eye at once and is in itself, per- 
haps, a veritable biographer of its wear- 
er. . 

Stripes Will Continue. 

For fall there will be, with some few 
notable exceptions, very little change in 
the general style of cravattings which 
have been prevailing for the past six 
months, although, naturally, allowance 
must be made for the effect of the sea- 
son, heavier silks, and stronger, darker 
tones being much in evidence. Stripes 
will continue to be seen in all their 
glory—wide stripes, narrow stripes, self 
stripes, multi-color stripes—but it seemg 
to be rather a toss up whether these 
stripes shall run vertically or diagonal- 
ly, although the long diagonal variety 
would seem to be the favorite, if one 
takes the forerunners of the coming 
fall styles as a criterion. 

Some very elegant Jacquard patterns 
will be introduced this fall, unique in de- 
sign and very rich in their effect, while 
in the finer lines the silks are often 
sprinkled with swivels or crossed by art 
figures of various kinds. In spite of the 
fact that some of the more exclusive 
houses make the statement that the 
satin season is over, there is, neverthe- 
less, a great deal of satin and satin ef- 
fects being used in the tie of the mo- 
ment. While few houses, perhaps, are 
putting out plain satin ties, although 
there are some of these, too, particularly 
designed, it is understood, for consump- 
tion in the west, yet a large majority 
of the fall scarfs now have satin stripes 
of one kind or another, or are marked 


, by some particular satin effect in their 


general composition. \ 
There are examples of nearly all the 


, Weaves known to the silk craft in these 


days being shown in the new fall scarfs, 
but those most in evidence are the taf- 
fetas, twills, satins, gros grains and 
poplins. Rep, too, plays an important 
part in the season's offerings. The ties 
number of the 
houses this season are made of armures 
or baratheas. The basket weave, as al- 
ways, holds its own very well among the 
Ciner grades of scarfs, while some Lou- 

‘nes are being shown and the usual 
number of moire effects. 

; Omber Variety. 

Nevertheless, in spite of the great 
diversity of silks from which the com- 
ing season's ties are being made up, 
the prevailing note—the stripe—is an in- 
sistent one and, in a general impres- 
sion of the new scarfs, an all pervading 
one. Another characteristic feature of 
the fall ties is the tremendous quantity 
of omber silk that is being used in 
thelr manufacture. This shows not 


, Only in the stripes which cross the tie, 


' 


but frequently in the body color of 
the material. Nearly all of the houses 
are showing some one line, at least, of 
cravats made from these fine shaded 
wenves which are practically new. as 


and which, in consequence, will never 
become “frequent” and, therefore, un- 
desirable. . 

) So far as the shapes are concerned 
there is little that is new to be re- 
corded. One expects scarfs for the cool 
days to be cut a little wider than those 
for the torrid weeks of the summer, but 
a slight addition in widch will be about 
the only vagary noted in the fall's of- 
ferings, As has been the case during 
the past months, the most popular tie 
will be the graduated, shoulderless fold- 
ed four-in-hand, with open ends. There 
will also be many ties made with the 
French seam. Some of the ties will 
have shoulders, but as there seems to 
be every possible reason for believing 
that the fashionable lock front collar 
will continue to be the fashionable col- 
lar for general use cravats with shoul- 
ders will not be particularly prevalent, 
as they are not well adapted for use 
with any but the wing collar. The 
folded English square will also be pop- 
ular for the coming season. The heavier 
silks will frequently be made up in 
this form. ; 

Extremes in Width. 


A folded square seen recently meas- 
ures eight inches across the ends, but it 
is hardly probable that ties any wider 
at the ends than this will be made. The 
“Imperial,”" which centinues ever popu- 
lar in London, will not be among the 
season's offerings im this country, ex- 
cepting in import lines. It has never 
proven a satisfactory style, from the 
consumer's viewpoint, and in spite of 
its generous posaibilities, not to say 
proportions—it can be tied either as an 
ascot, a four-in-hand or in the once- 
over manner—it is bulky and Americans 
have never liked it Of course, in some 
of the Anglo-American houses it will be 
shown, and it will be offered by those 
retailers who cater to the very exclusive 
trade and make tieg ‘‘to order." 

While batswings are not so much in 
demand as hitherto, there will neverthe- 
less, be some little vogue for them, par- 
ticularly in the early fall, and it is 
thought that with the advent of cooler 
weather and the more frequent use of 
the wing collar that there will be quite 
a strong trading in this line. Batswings 
are undoubtedly peculiarly well adapted 
to the wing collar. 

Se far as colors are concerned, there 

never was a time when such a variety 
and number were shown in the Bilks 
designed to adorn milord’s neck. Not 
only every possible color, but every 
shade imaginable of that collor, is now 
to be found in the neckwear that Is to 
be put on the market for the coming 
season. Dark ties, light ties, tiles of 
primary colors, scarfs which include all} 
these wonderfully soft pastel tints 
which now obtain in the modern silks, 
rainbow tints, shadow tones; scarfs of 
solid colors, ombers and self-stripes; 
cravats with  self-stripes in sister 
tones—all seem gathered together in 
one great scintillating bouquet in which 
the year's choicest tone-flowers are 
grouped together, waiting to be pur- 
chased. 
It is to be noted, however, that the 
general trend is toward very much more 
vivid colors than those which character- 
ized the summer offerings. It will prob- 
ably be found that the more brilliant the 
silk, the more popular it will be with 
“the man who cares,” 

‘This is the day of individualism and 
in no better way can one’s individual 
taete be shown than in the scarf. There 
aro, after all, but a limited number of 
‘styles’ in shoes, socks, suitings, shirt- 
ings and the like, as compared to the 
enormous number of opportunities of- 
fered in the fall neckwear for the ex- 
pression of the wearer's individuality. 
Indeed, so many scarfs are there that 
it may be safely said that unless one 
desires to do so, there is now no reason 
whatever for wearing a scarf like that 
worn by anybody else.

Attach to the 
outer edge of the wheel a pencil point 
projecting below the under surface of 
the wheel and roll the wheel along the 
straight edge so that the pencil point 
will press upon it and make a line 
showing its course. Then fix pencil 
points on the wheel ‘at the center and 
any number of points in a line from the 
center to the rim and repeat the roll- 
ing along the straight edge and trace 
lines ad libitum.”’

Dullness was again the most pro- 
nounced factor in the local wheat mar- 
ket Friday, speculation being on 1 
small scale and entirely professional. 
The close was %4c to %c lower for the 
day. The early trading was mod- 
erate and devoid of especial fea- 
ture, prices moving slowly, and an 
initial advance being followed by 
recessions, generally keeping within a 
small range of the previous day’s close. 
The weather in all directions is perfect 
for threshing and harvesting and reports 
from the fields were of a uniformly fa- 
vorable character. The country still 
shows a disposition to hold wheat very 
tightly and the virtual lack of country 
acceptances, together with the small 
movement and stocks, caused further 
firmness in the near option at the open- 
ing. At the start there was a rather 
general tendency to buy September and 
sell December, which caused a further 
narrowing to the difference between 
these options. 

The initial price movements were ir- 
regular, but general strength was soon 
caused by the light offerings of Septem- 
ber and the stubborn upward movement 
of that option. After a smal] advance 
had been scored, a very heavy tone de- 
veloped, there being scattered letting- 
go of small long lines, which encoun- 
tered a very slow demand. Liverpool 
cables show indifference to our ad- 
vances, the 4d to %d decline this morn- 
ing at that market tending to dispel 
the bull faith in foreign support to the 
market. ‘Lhe large Argentine shipments 
also tended to depress the market and 
prices sold down to fractional net de- 
clines, moving very slowly there dur- 
ing the balance of the forenoon.
